LAID WASTE. 


Mount Vernon, III., Al- 
most Wiped Out by 
a Cyclone. 


Hundreds of Houses Demolished 
and Many People Ren- 
dered Homeless. 


Yesterday’s Windstorm Causes Great De- 
straction in the Beautiful Little City— 
Some Three Bundred Houses in Ruins— 
Fire Adds to the Great Calamity—The 
Number of Killed Not Known—Action 
Taken for the Relief of the Sufferers. 


OUNT VERNON,

— ' ln the fall of the 
walls many persons were buried under the de- 
bris and nearly twenty-five were killed, while 
twice as many more were injured, eight 
or ten so seriously that their recovery is de- 
spaired of. Preceding the destructive wind 
was a heavy fall of rain for half an hour, which 
drove all the inhabitants to shelter. This was 
followed by aslight hail-storm, accompanied 
with lightning, and then the furious blow, 
which formed into the funnel-shaped cyclone, 
struck the southwestern portion of the city 

UNROOFING EVERYTHING IN ITS PATH, 
taking a diagonal course through the business 
portion of the city; unroofing and dismantling 
the Supreme Court building, near the L. & N. 
Depot, and skipping along to the Methodist 
and Baptist Churches, caving them into 
worthless masses. At one point the de- 
structive element seemed to jump upward and 
missed several stores and residences, but 
soon pounced down again, and began a career 
of unparalleled ferocity and destruction, 
tearing down heavy brick buildings, wrench- 
ing and twisting frame structures ont of sem- 
blance, and making a useless mass of solid 
banks. The massive Oourt-house, that occu- 
pies the public square in the center of the city, 
was literally torn to pieces, the walls being 
TWISTED AND CRUSHED. 
The tower was lifted and dropped to the west- 
ward and demolished the handsome pillars 
that supported the entrance. This was the 
furthest point to the north that the storm 
reached, although the business block, in which 
isthe Mt. Vernon National Bank and other 
prominent business houses, was somewhat 
dismantied by flying brick and timbers. Fifty 
yards south of the Oourt-house the storm 
seemed to be atits height. On the corner of 
Washington street and the Public Square was 
Orew’s block, a three-story brick building, 
86 teet front, occupied by Evans’ Bank, a 
grocery and saloon. This building was thor- 
oughly demolished, and then taking fire, all 
inflammable material was consumed. The 
owner of the building, R. O. Murray, 
was caught in the falling walls and 
was cremated. Ed Hannal, wife and 
small boy were in the basement, having taken 
refuge from the storm, and were buried by the 
walls, but the man burrowed his way out of 
the ruins, making a passage for his wife and 
child, and then made an effort to extinguish 
the flames. 
THIS FIRE WAS INTENSELY HOT, 
and at noon to-day the bricks gave off the 
heat of a furnace. Across the street, on 
Washington street, wasa row of two-story 
frame buildings with an occasional brick. The 
brick buildings were caved in and the frames 
were crushed out of shape against each other. 
Near the corner to the south were a lot ot 
groggeries and frame structures, which served 
as warehouses and dwellings. The storm 
played havoc here and then turned the place 
over to the blazes, which consumed the last 
plank. These fires and the crushed brick 
brick buildings leave a path which give a 
good view of the destruction. Stores, dwell- 
ings, mills and storehouses went down in the 
general mass and left the streets obstructed. 
The storm was over in three minutes and the 
brave people rushed out of their safe retreats 
and unharmed homes to give assistance to the 
needy. The flames shot up with devilish 
mendacity, and the fire company, aided by 
the citizens, who had organized in squads, be- 
gan the work of rescue, which was carried out 
systematically. The Mayor filled his place 
admirably, and in short order had called for 
assistance from neighboring towns. Fire en- 
gines and physicians were called, and Cen- 
tralia, Ashley, Nashville and Evansville re- 
sponded generously and quickly. The citizens 
threw open their houses to the homeless, and 
their bed-rooms became hospitals, while the 
worthy matronsturned expert nurses. What 
was left ot the Supreme Court Building was 
turned into a morgue, and at noon to-day the 
following list of the dead was furnished by the 
Mt. Vernon Register?

CURIOUS SIGHT- SEERS. 

The morning trains broughta host of ex- 
cursionists who came to see, to render aid and 
to comfort stricken friends. Nearly a thous- 
and strangers trod the streets, amazed at 
what they hear andsee. Thetown is full of 
reporters, and the dreary tale is repeated time 
and again. Artists are now on the scene, 
sketching the ruins, and the pencil in a hun- 
dred hands ig jotting down facts and stories 
from a thousand mouths. The operators have 
been industriously at the ticker all night and 
day, their force at this place having been 
greatly reduced by the death of two of their 
number in the destroyed city. 

THE STRICKEN TOWN. 

Mt. Vernon is a beautiful littie city of 4,000 
inhabitants, the county seat of Jefferson 
County. It is considered one of the most 
thriving and beautiful of Southern Illinois 
cities. Its streets are broad and well 
lined with shade trees, and the residences, 
are trim and home-like. It is situated on the 
Louisville & Nashville road and is about 
seventy-elght miles from St. Louis. The sur- 
rounding country is rolling and is partly 
prairie and partly woodland. Cyclones or 
heavy storms have never before visited this 
region and it was considered safe from any 
such destructive element.

MORE HORROBS, 


Fire Breaks Out in the Ruins, Adding to 
the Calamity. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

MOUNT VERNON, III., February 20.—A cyclone 
such as has never before been witnessed at 
this place struck this city at about 5:45 p. m. 
yesterday afternoon. Withit came death and 
destruction. It apparently came from the 
south and demolished the grester part of the 
city. The humber of houses destroyed can 
be estimated, but they will ran up into the 
hundreds. The west side of the square is a 
total wreck, and the north side, after being 
blown. down, caught fire, which burned more 
than half of it. 

STORES BURNED. 

The stores which caught fire after being 
blown down were: G. W. Evans, banker; A. 
B. Cox, general merchandise; R. E. Ryan, 
general merchandise; J. R. Powelson, furni- 
ture; G. W. Morgan, jewelry store, W. E. 
Jackson, barness and saddlery shop; Morey, 
Westcott & Swift, general merchandise 
and hardware; Stratton’s Hall, which 
is situated on the southwest corner of 
the square, and A. ©. Johnson’s drug and 
jewelry store, which isunder it, are a total 
wreck. 

- RENTCHLER, WATERS & CO.’S 

general store and J. B. Goodrich’s meat mar- 
ket, also inthe same block, were destroyed. 
On the west side Hill, Williams & Co., dry 
goods; J. E. Ferguson, harness-shop; Mrs. 
Waters and Mrs. Hern, millinery shops, were 
also completely wrecked. On the upper 
corner Hudspeth & Co., dry goods, 
and D. H. Wise, clothing, are a mass of ruins. 
The east side was shaken up pretty badly, but 
net so bad as the south and west sides. The 
north side, which is known as the Pheonix 
Block, escaped the force of the storm, and 
isin compatively good condition. Howard 
Bros. & Co., grocers, and R. 8. Strattan, 
hardware, which is on the northwest corner, 
are a mass of ruins. On the 
south side, where the fire was, scarcely 
nothing was saved. The county Court-house 
was blown down and isa total wreck, as was 
also the M. E. and Baptist Churches. The loss 
to property is very great, as nearly all the 
dwelling houses were more or less injured 
and cannot be estimated at present. The 8. 
& N. Railway shops were damaged to a con- 
siderable extent, especially the paint shops 
and round-house. 

The loss of life was very great and is not 
exactly known at present, as a great many of 
the injured are in aprecarieus condition and 
cannot live. A large number of the wounded 
are quartered at the Supreme Court-house.

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ANOTHER AOCOUNT,. 


The Destructive Work of the Cyclone—Dam- 
age and Casualties. 


Moun? Veuwon, III., February 20.—Yester- 
1 at 4:80 o’clock a cyclone struck 
this c through it, leaving a road - 
way of ruin. A black cloud rushing down upon 
the town without warning mashed buildings as 
a child might beeak straws, and flung the 
worthless fragments far and wide. The di- 
rection of the movement of the storm was 
fromthe southwest. At least half the town 
was destroyed, and then, the cloud of deso- 
latien rising, vanished into the north. The 
larger part of Mount Vernon is clustered 
abont the square, the east side of which 
is destroyed. This side is occupied by 
business houses and not one of them escaped. 
The north side of the square is damaged also. 
The Odd-Fellows’ building is the worst am- 
aged on this side, but none of the buildings 
escaped, all being more or less injured. The 
west side fared more lightly. Thetown looks 
as if an earthquake had visited it. 

The County Court-house is one of the most 
complete wrecks inthe city. It wasa two- 
story building and stood in the center of the 
Square, being directly in the path of the 
cyclone. It will have to be entirly rebuilt. 
There is no alarm felt in regard to therecords 
as they are easily accessible, and unless a fire 
should spring up in the ruins are perfectly 
safe. 

It is impossible to say what the damage Is to 
property. It is variously estimated from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000. It will be several days 
before it will be possible to tell what 
the damage really is, but East 
Main street for aimost a quarter of a 
mile has hardly a house left standing. 
The following is a partial list of the wrecked 
buildings: J. J. Manion, a saloon-keeper, 
lost heavily, his building being destroyed; J. 
Hiserman, bakery destroyed and goods lost; 
the wagon and blacksmith shops of Douner & 
Oo., destroyed; C. D. Cook, druggist, building 
and goods lost; hotel of R.A. Perry, badly 
damaged; thé Johnson Building, in 
which is the large dry goods 
store of Rentchler, Waters & Oo., 
ameatshop, and drug store, Hill & Williams, 
dry goods; Ferguson, harness shop; Mrs. 
Waters, millinery store; Rober & Smith, build- 
ing containing Rober’s cigar store and J. J. 
Gray’s saloon, badly damaged; Johnson“ 
building, containing Sexton’s shoeshop, and 
J. H. Rackaway’s building, containing G. W. 
Yost’s general stock of merchandise; D. H. 
Wise and Hudspeth & Co., in 8. H. Watson’s 
building, stock and building total wrecxs; J. 
F. Watson’s building, including Howard Bros. 
& Oo.’s stock of groceries, totally destroyed; 
Bank of G. W. Evans destroyed, being in 
Orews’ building; G. W. Morgan’s bullding and 
jewelry store destroyed; J. R. Poweison’s 
house and furniture store destroyed; W. . 
Jackson’s harness store and building ruined; 
the Skating Rink is scattered all over town; 
mill of Mount Vernon Milling Co., badly dam- 
aged; G. M. Ward’s building demolished. 

The loss of life was lighter than would seem 
possible to one who has been over the track 
ofthe storm, and yet the clouds’ work was 
terrible.

The storm passed a little santh of the Casey 
hill, missed Jo Chance’s house, swept away 
the third and fourth story ofthe Mt. Ver- 
non mill, destroyed nearly every house from 
the Evans & Howard’s mill north for a space 
ot about five hundred yards. The Methodist 
Church fell, and only a few minntes before the 
building fell 257 people left the Sunday-school. 
The Commercial Hotel lost the third story. 
The county court-house was struck and the 
building is a massive pile of ruins. 
Stone, brick and metal seemed to in- 
cite the demon of the storm to greater 
energy. The clerks have worked into the 
records, and they are saved. The Crews 
block, on the south side of the square, is 
levelled with the earth,and under it was found 
the body of John C. Murray, the owner of the 
block, formerly of Chicago, III. Henry Ellis 
was covered by the brick of this building, and 
escaped by a miracle. Chas. Ellis, his brother, 
was seriously injured, R. E. Ryan escaped in 
a manner almost incredible. He was standing 
beside J. O. Murray in the Crews block and 
told him to run, but Murray stayed and was 
killed, Ryan ran west, and finding the street 
full of flying timbers, jumped into a doorway, 
held to the latch and the building against 
which he was standing, fell all around him, 
but he escaped untouched. Evans’ bank, R. 
E. Ryan's store, A. B. Cox’s store, G. W. Mor - 
gan’s jewelry store, Maxey Westcott and 
Swift’s store, Jackson’s saddlery store—all 
these are in ruins on the south side of the pub- 
lic square. The frame buildings, though in- 
jured, escaped total destruction. In the south- 
east the bakery of Heisserman, the Baptist 
Chureh, Cook’s drug store, Mannon’s saloon, 
Perry’s hotel, the Stratton and Jobhn- 
son brick stores, four in num- 
ber, were levelled with the ground. 
Mrs. Waters was found with her babein her 
arms, both dead, onthe north-east corner of 
the hquare. Howard Bros. & Co.’s grocery 
store was blown down and the roof and second 
story of R. L. Stratton & Co. s hardware store 
was blown away, while a two-story frame ho- 
tel adjoining it was unhurt. Across toward the 
northeast portion of the city swept the storm 
and a number of people were killed and the 
school building blown down. This building 
was a large two-story brick, but it did not 
withstand the terrible shock any better than 
the smaller houses in the track of the cyclone. 

The large two-story frame house of George

THE RECORDER SAYS THE WORK OF PURI-

A Couple of Young Highwaymen Given a 
Hearing Before Acting-Mayor Allen To- 
Day—Commissioner Furiong Inaugurates 
an Inspection of Public Buildings—Har- 
bor Im provements—Retrenchment at the 
City Hall- Municipal Matters. 


At daylight this morning the Recorder of 
Voters had prepared for the printer a large 
batch of names to be placed on the new poll 
books. All day the force of cierks was 
kept busy as the hatters with the work. 
There are nearly 60,000 names on 
the slips in the boxes. These are attached in 
alphabetical order to long-sized sheets ar- 
ranged according to precincts and wards. A 
double force was kept at work and by a judi- 
olous division of the labor, permitting a close 
supervision, the most of the 
work was completed to-day. When 
asked concerning the results of the revision 
Recorder Williams said: ‘‘The liste are now 
clean.

There area 
number of callers to-day seeking regis- 
tration, They do not understand 


that registration has closed, and that no more 
mames can be registered or transferred until 
after the election on the 28th inst. Most of the 
applications made to-day were by persons who 
had moved and had failed to report the fact to 
this office. When it was ascertained that they 
were not living any longer at the numbers ap- 
pearing on the registration books the names 
were stricken off, and cannot be restored until 
next month.’’ 


Youthful Highwaymen. 


When Acting-Mayor Allen arrived at the Oity 
Hall to-day he found two prisoners awaiting 
his attention. They were Josie Richardson, 
aged 12 years, and Willie Gray, sged 18 years, 
both colored, charged with having robbed 
Morris Blivis at Seventh and Carr streets.

ear-old brother of his was beside him. 

huster and his wite again quarreled about 
her refusal to get him whisky and a doctor, 
He remarked that if he had a knife 
he would kill her. Just then 
a pocket-knife rolled out of his brother’s 
pocket. Schuster picked it up and holding it 
up, said: ‘‘Now Ihave a knife.“ This en- 
raged his wife, who jumped on him with her 
knees, crushing in his chest, and then bead his 
head against the floor. He oom 
menced vomiting blood and continued to do 
so until bis death took place at 4:15 p. m, es- 
te ay.

THE FISHERY TREATY. 


A Montreal Editer’s Bitter Complaint 
Against the Result. 


MONTREAL, February 20.—The Herald, owned 
by Hon. Peter Mitchell, who for years was 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, in a leading 
article on the fishery treaty entitled ‘‘Oanada 
Lies a Bleeding,’’ says: ‘‘Although for abso- 
lute certainty we must await the publication 
ot the treaty, which Sir Charles Tupper is re- 
ported to have signed under protest, there 
is much reason to fear that it has been 
a surrender to the exigencies of 
an American presidential election and 
the determination of Mr. Chamberlain 
to go home with atreaty in his pocket. The 
United States press, Democratic and Repub- 
lican, agree in calling it a triumph for the 
United States. The Democratic press, of 
course, hail it with delight as it greatly popu- 
larizes Cleveland in the United States, where 
the fishing interests were likely to go against 
him, The treaty is everywhere believed to be 
a complete surrender on Oanada’s side so far 
as all material points are concerned.

THE TRACK OF A TORNADO. 


Description of the Windfalls Which Are 
So Destructive in the Northwest. 


Herbert Fisher of Chicago, who registered at 
the Southern last night, remarked to a PostT- 
DISPATOH reporter in reference tothe tornado 
that struck Mount Vernon: People are in- 
clined to believe that these violent wind- 
storms are increasing in number and fury, but 
those who have been acquainted with the 
northwestern country know that this is not 
the case. I have lived in Chicago for more 


than thirty years, — all of which period 
my business has necessitated fréquent visits 
to the forests of Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. On my first trip in 1867 | was as- 
tonished bythe destruction of trees crossed 
by windstorms. Eve I came across)

what were called — , great paths 
cut through the forests in which not as much 


asashrub would be lett standing, but where 
the 2 would be covered by fallen trees, 

piled one on top of the other in the wildest 
confusion, many of them sna pee in two and 
nearly all partially stripped of their branches. 
Some would lie n one direction, some in 
another, and the mass of fallen timber formed 
an impenetrabie abattis, often necessitating a 
detour of many miles to advance a few hun- 
dred yards. These windfalls were were 
narrow, never exceeding half a mile in width, 
and sometimes being but 150 yards from edge 
to edge, the most common width being from 
aq to a third of a mile. One of the 
most remarkable features was the close con- 
centration of the storm. Within fifty feet of 
the edge, where the destruction wer complete

and evidently entirely undisturbed. The 
was as piainily marked and narrowly defined 
asawagon road. Hundreds of these wind- 
falls would be met with in the course 
of a month’s urney and the 
testimony of all old inhabitants was to the 
effect that tornadoes were by no means rare. 
Little was heard of them, because the country 
was very sparsely settled, and a dozen storms 
might occur out a life being lost. The 
destruction during the last few years has been 
so great not on account of the greater tre- 
quency of the storms, but because more towns 
are likely to lie in the tornadoes’ track.’’

A Socialistic Row and Victory—The Reading

ABCHIE IRWIN’S DEATH. 


Evidence Going to Show That Deceased 
Fired First at Steve Wilson. 


The inquest on the bodyof Archie Irwin, 
the colored saloon-keeper who was shot 
on Monday evening last by Stephen 
M. Wilson, the barber, and who 
has since died from the effect of his 


wounds, was begun this afternoon by the Cor- 
oner. One o’clock was the time set for the 
1 of the testimeny, but 
lon fore that hour the gm pain 
to the homely little two-story dwelling where 
Irwin lived at 715 Franklin avenue, were 
thronged by an interested crowd of blacks 
and whites. The case has attracted unusual 
attention among the colored population, and 
they fully demonstrated the interest they felt 
by eagerly awaiting the beginning of the in- 
uest. he house of the deceased wherein 
the Coroner’s jury assembled abuts on an 
alley about the middle of the block, on the 
north side of the avenue. On the first 
floor is A milliiner’s shop, the 
family of the deceased occupying the 
second floor. It was in the front room or par- 
lor that the body of the dead man was 
laid out in the coffin, which was 
covered over with a black cloth. 
The windows were open and the crowd across 
the street, which was so dense as to impede 
the passage of pedestrians,; could iook 
in and see the witnesses as, with 
hands uplifted over the coffin, they swore 
totellthetruth. There was no loud talking 
and no outward show of excitement what- 
ever, the greatest visible emotion be- 
ing expressed on the face and in the bearing 
of the dead man’s wife, who was 
-almost completely overcome. she was 
the first witness called, and 
when questioned showed great agitation, 
so weak that she required the 
„ though sitting in a chair, of her 
aged aunt, Mrs. Fannie Barber, who stood 
tenderly over her until her examination 
was completed. It did not last long. The 
witness turned to where the prisoner, 
Wilson, was sitting behind her, 
cool and slightly frowning, and 
swore that she recognized him. She had seen 
her husband, she said, the morning after the 
shooting, and he was conscious. 
When she asked him to tell her 
the story of the trouble, he stated that he 
did not remember if he hb fired 
A shot or not. He said 
that he had been taken una- 
wares and had had both hands in his pockets. 
She was obliged to press him for details, 
but hee made an explicit state - 
ment. Mrs. Irwin was hardly 
able to stand when she rose from her seat, 
and it was almost necessary to carry her from 
the room. 
A. A. MELLIER 
was next examined, but gave no important 
testimony. 
JOHN FAERELL, 
the saloon-keeper, swore that he stood just 
across the street at the time of the shooting, 
but could not recognize the men. 
He saw a flash and report and 
heard five shots in rapid succession. One man 
ran and the other followed, the latter firing no 
shotg whatever. His arm was extended, 
but the witness saw no pistol 
init. There was no altercation whatever; if 
there had been the witness could easily have 
heard it. The man who fired the shot was 
shown afterward by witness’ testimony to be 
Irwin, the deceased. 
GEORGE CALDWELL, 
colored, testified that at the time of the shoot- 
ing he was walking along Ninth street near 
Washington avenue and heard a noise and 
turned around. He heard exchanges 
of shots and saw Wilson in 
the act of shooting. He then left. 
while he was walking along the street prior to 
the shooting, he passed Irwin, who said to 
bim to look out. He presumed that Irwin 
wanted him to ge) out of the way. 
He was pretty certa that Irwin fired two 
shots, The witness di not know that there 
was uble betweei the men. He never 
heard them make thre ts against each other. 
CHARLES 8. CARAWAY, 
colored, testified that he knew Irwin and the 
8 the latter for seven or eight years. 
n the eveMing of February 13, 
between 8:30 and 9 o’clock, the witness 
was walking down Washington, and just as he 
crossed Ninth street he met Wilson. ‘‘Good 
evening’’ was exchanged and Caraway passed 
on. A moment later he met Irwin 
coming west, running. As he passed the 
witness he called out, ‘‘Look out there!’’ and 
a second later a shot. Wilsen 
then turned and fred, and 
shots followed, how many he knew not. Thé 
deceased fred the first shot, however. 
At that time he was about twenty-five 
feet from Wilson. The latter immediately 
He fired more t two shots

while * he deceased 
stopped walking when Wilson began to fire. 
After the shooting Wilson ran south on Ninth 
street towards St. Charles. Irwin followed 
him and stopped at the corner of Ninth street 
looked at his revolver a moment an 
then turned and walked north. The witness 
did not see Irwin fall. The last he saw of him 
he was walking. When Irwin fired the first 
shet he wasrunning.

and met Wilsen and another man near Ninth.

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STREET SPRINKLING. 


PRESIDENT FLAD OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS ON THE SUBJECT. 


Very Interesting Presentation Before the 
Commercial Club of the Sprinkling Prob- 
lem—He Briefly Reviews the History of 
the Proposed Undertaking and Shows the 
Necessity for Adopting the Amendment te 
Be Submitted on the 28th Inst.—The Tax 
Amendment and the Arguments in Fa- 
vor of Its Adoption. 


The thousands of men, women and children 
to whom the problem of laying the dust during 
the coming summer is of vital moment, will 
not be uninterested in hearing what Ool. 
Henry Flad, President of the Board of Public 
Improvements, has to say on this highly im- 
Portant subject. At the request of the Com- 
mercial Club, an organization made up of: 
some of the leading business men of the city, 
Col. Flad on Saturday evening addressed the 
members concerning the two charter amend- 
ments to be voted upon at the elec- 
tion on February 28, more particularly 
confining his remarks to the question 
of street sprinkling, on which he may be said 
to be something of an expert. The paper read 
was prepared very hurriedly, but neverthe- 
less enters into great detail. Following is the 
greater portion of it and contains facts 
which were omitted from the Suxpar PosT- 
DISPATOH Owing to lack ot space: 

Ool. Flad began by classifying the dust of 
cities in six or more classes and after dwelling 
On the record of St. Louls as a dirt-producer, 
continued: Dust gets in our eyes and lungs 
and seriously affects the general health of 
both man and beast. It spolis our clothes, 
furniture and books and increases both the 
labor of our housewtves and the cost of 
housekeeping; dulisthe architectural beauty 
of our buildings, spoils the goods exposed in 
stores and otherwise sorely vexes us. The 
actual loss yearly incurred by the people 
through this nuisance may be roughly esti- 
mated, the result showing some surprising 


figures. 
DUST DAMAGES. 
Approximately speaking there are 170,000 
households of six persons each in St. Louis, 
and a little figuring will show that the total 
dust debt annually paid by them is about as 
follows: Damaged clothing, $1,400,000; furni- 
ture ruined, $850,000; increased expenditure 
for servants and other labor, $800,000; doubling 
the necessity for soap, an annual 
addition of about $$ to the expenses of each 
family, $210,000; damage to goods in stores, 
$200,006; injury to manufacturers, „000; 
extra outlay for beer during the eight dusty 
months, reckoning two superfluous glasses 
each day consume “4 10, thirsty citizens, 
,000—a total of §3,800,00u paid in tribute to 
an evil that may be remedied if the voters do 
their duty, for it is clear that the best way to 
abate the nuisance would be to remove the 
cause. If our streeta were ali paved with 
material that would not succumb under 
traffic; if all offal was immediately removed 
and the streets kept clean sweep- 
ing; if the police regulations governing 
the hauling of earth, lime and like material 
were enforced; if instead of coal we were 
using gas for fuel in our houses and factories 
there would be no dust. But although we are 
making some progress in getting good streets, 
ithas thus not extended to more than 
about one-tenth of the total miles of thor- 
oughfares, and as the dust from dirt or mac- 
adam roads is carried to- the better class of 
streets by wind, or in the shape of mud by 
vehicles and pedestrians, and as it is im- 
practicable to remove it from the dirt and 
macadam roads either by machines or by 
manual labor, it follows that there will be for 
a long time to come dust or mud. The only 
„ then, lies in allaying the dust by 
means of water, but it would be a waste of 
water ifsprinkling was not accompanied by 
thorough cleaning. 
Sprinkling, until last year, was done under 
eements between residents and the owners 
ofeprinkling carts, and the cost was great. 
The carte were cumbersome machines, the 
contractor had to set his own sprinkling plugs 
and sometimes had difficulty in obtainin 
— locations. These plugs had to bel, 
apart and the contractor was obliged to 
ay for water at first $80 per block and later 
10. The stretches to be sprinkled were some- 
times far apart, necessitating much travel to 
and fro that was productive of no good effect. 
Thus the contractor was forced to charge high 
prices, and this in turn reduced the area 
sprinkled. Again, when householders in 
isolated portions of the city desired sprink- 
ling they often were unable to get the 
work done or if they were successful, exorbi- 
tant prices were demanded. The collection of 
the bills for sprinkling was expensive and 
uncertain, and this also forced the contractor 
to increase the charges, selfish people forcing 
their neighbors to pay for them. The dust 
from unsprinkled sections would cause incon- 
venience to those whose streets were watered, 
and in as — the s — 4 e was both 
expensive and unsatisfactory, the rate per 
front foot for a month ranging from 5 cents to 


10 cents. 
THE HISTORY OF THE AMENDMENT. 

In 1881 the Board in its annual report recom- 
mended the introduction ofa general sprink- 
1 System and discussed the different ones 
availabie, and a year later the Board repeated 
the recommendation, saying that the cost 
must be defrayed through special taxes. In 
August, 1884, at the request of the Municipal 
Assembly, a very exhaustive report was 0, 
the total length of streets to be sprinkled be- 
ing estimated at 269 miles and the amount

“ithe results of this attempt at sprinkling 
showed: 1. That under the clause of the or- 
dinance requiring allimproved and partially 
improved streets to be sprinkled, a great 
man streets receive attention on 
whic there was no trafic whatever 
and no earthly necessity for sprinkling.

A SAD CASE, 


The Death of Miss Octavia Lumaghi at Her 
Father’s Residence, 


Miss Octavia Lumagh!, one of the most pop- 
ular and well-known belles of the West End, 
killed herself yesterday morning by hang- 
ing herself in her room some time 
between 9 and 12 in the morning.

The Inquest developed that she was 30 years 
ot age. Yesterday morning at 9:80 o’clock the 

oung lady was missed by the family and an 

mmediate search was commenced for her. 
Both doors of her bed-room on the second 
story of the house in the rear were 
found locked. They were broken in and the 
unfortunate young lady was found hanging by 
the neck bya rope attached to the transom. 
The chair from which she had jumped in 
committing the act stood under the doorway. 
When found the unfortunate young lady was 
dead, 3 evidently been hanging some 
time. Mrs. Lumaghi, it was stated, had been 
suffering with melancholia for some time, and 
it had impaired her mind. She formerly went 
out a great dealin society, but her condition 
became so bad thatshe entirely withdrew from 
it. For the past three weeks she has 
been particularly bad, and nad hallu- 
cinations that worriea her. She imagined 
she was cursed, and said she suffered 
the tortures of the damned. She frequently 
threatened to take her life, and did make 
several attempts to hang herself with twine, 
ropes and clothes. Her family were fearful 
she might some day succeed, and kept every- 
thing dangerous out of herreach. Lately she 
had been growing rapidly worse, and during 
the past week was extremely excitable. When 
she did not put in an appearance down-stairs 
by 9:30 o’clock yesterday morning the sus- 
picions that all might not be right with her 
entered the thoughts of her folks, and they 
instituted the search which resulted in the 
recovery of her dead body.

A Preacher Scores Adler—Could Have Made 
the Audience Hiss Him.

HE KILLED HIS COUSIN. 


BECAUSE HE SLANDERED HIM TO THE-~WO- 
MAN HE LOVED. 


Henry C. H. Grote Tells Why He, Shot Fred 
Behrens Through the Heart—The Provo- 
cation Oft Repeated Which Led to the 
Deed—Inquest to Be Held Te-Morrow. 


The inquest on the body of Fred Behrens, 
who was shot and killed Saturday night at No. 
1208 Montgomery street by his cousin, Henry 
O. Grote, will be held to-morrow morning at 
10 o’clock at the family residence. Mrs. 
Symons, at whose house the murder occurred 
and whose account of the killing was pub- 
lished exclusively in yestsrday’s Posr- Dis- 
PATCH, states that Grote was engaged to be 
married to her daughter, Mary, while Behrens 
was attentive to Ellen. The latter young man 
stopped calling about Thanksgiving Day and 
Grote, when spoken to in regard to it, said 
Behrens had been wanting to quit for some 
time and had asked him the best way 
to stop. When Miss Ellen met 
Behrens she told him he might have 
stopped long before as long as calling was not 
pleasant to him. He denied wanting to stop, 
and she told him what Grote said. Behrens 
wanted Grote to retract what he said, but the 
latter refused todoso. A couple of weeks ago 
Behrens called on Ellen and stated that Grote, 
while engaged to her sister, was in tthe habit 
of visiting disreputable women. Grote denied 
the charges, although he admitted having 
made such visits previous to becoming en- 
gaged. Behrens insisted they were true, and 
gave the names of women whom he alleged 
his cousin had visited on October l4 and Janu- 
ary 7. Grote still denied the charge. Then 
Mrs. Symons determined te bring both young 
men together and had them both at the house 
Saturday night. Behrens charged Grote with 
having been inacertain disreputable house 
in October. The latter took an oath he was 
not. His cousin said he was swearing falsely 
and asked him to take the oath on a bible. 
This Grote refused to do and Behrens told 
him he dare not as he knew if he did he would 
have to swear falsely. Grote started out of 
the room terribly excited, turned and waiked 


toward his cousin, at the same time drawing 
his revolver and firing. 
GROTE’S STORY. . 

Grote confirms the story of Mrs, Symons, in 
regard to what he said about Behrens ceasing 
his attentions to Miss Ellen, and in regard to 
his cousin wanting a retraction. He says he 
would not give the cousin the retraction, be- 
cause what he had said wastrue. One Friday 
night four or five weeks o, Behrens sent 
him a note asking him to call at his house. 
The prisoner did not go for two reasons. 
One was that he had an engage- 
ment with his intended that evening 
and the other was his cousin had been making 
threats abeut him and he did not think it ad- 
visable to call at the house ofa man whoa had 
made such threats. Grote says he told 
Behrens in an anwer to the note that he would 
be at bome the following Sunday. Grote came 
and charged the prisoner with having talked 
about him at Mrs. Symons’ house and else- 
where. He said Grote had told people he was 
on the fence in regard to hisgttentions to 
Miss Ellen. Grote admitted having 
made this statement toa mutual friend, but 
said he could see no harm in it. Behrens ad- 
mitted he did noteither. Then he charged the 
prisoner with having talked about Miss Ellen 
to Will Guehner, leader of the Haydn String 
Band, and said everybody was talking of her. 
This the prisoner denied doing, asserting that 
he had said nothing about the young lady to 
any one. Grote says Behrens left avowing he 
would ruin his character. It was then he 
made the charges in regard to Grote 
frequenting disreputable houses. Grote says 
he admitted having formerly done 80, 
but denied having been to any such places 
since his engagement. He promised Miss 
Symons not to visit such places any more, 
Grote says Behrens continued to visit the 
Symons house and to reiterate the charges. 
The prisoner avers that then he told Behrens 
what he thought of his conduct, characteriz- 
ing him as a dirty, contemptible hound. This 
was in the yard, and a fight ensued. This 
embittered his cousin all the more, Grote 
avers. Hesays Behreus then falsely stated 
that he had been to the house of a certain 
woman of the town on the night of January 7, 
had remained there all night and had received 
from her a note of introduction to a woman in 

hicago. Grote says he had never been inside 

particular woman's house in his life. 
Behrens wanted to see Grote’s intended, but 
‘she refused to see him. 
THE KILLING. 

Then followed the meeting Saturday night. 
Grote says Behrens made the charge against 
him and asked him to swear in regard to hav- 
ing been in the house of the woman he had 
mentioned on January 7. Grote says he took 
the oath ona Bible. Then Behrens wanted 
him to swear about his alleged visit to a house 
of bad character in October. This the prisoner 
refused to do, that being before his engage- 
ment. Then Behrens abused him, and goaded 
Dy his malicious persecution, Grote says, he 
drew his revolver and fired. He scarcely knew 
what he did at the time. Although he does 
not consider himself to blame he deeply re- 
grets his act now.

ered himself well enough to attend 
a meeting ofa branch of the Iron Hall of which 
he is Treasurer.

Hunt, who never carries firearms, was wholl 

unprepared. It happened on Nineteenth 
street and Washington avenue, near the 
Wrought Iron Range Company's establish- 
ment. The victim was seeking an owl car at a 
late hour, his home being on Grand avenue, 
when three men suddenly sprung from their 
lurking place and proceeded to business 
without asking questions. One of 
the highwaymen a powerful fellow, 
seized Hunt by the throat with 
one hand, and with the other applied a 
handkerchiet to the victim’s eyes.
